30 Polio Cases 
In Torrance «i

Area Last Year
According to a report released 

by the Los Angeles County 
Health Department, the Torrance 
area was afflicted with 30 cases 
of poliomyelitis for the year of 
1950, a case rate of 24.2

Included in this figure are the 
areas of Gardena, Manhattan 
Beach,, Hermosa Beach, Palos 
Verdes Rstates, Redondo Beach, 
Torrance and the nearby unin­ 
corporated territory. Palos Ver­ 
des Estates shows the highest 
case rate for the entire county 
with a 101.1 rate.  

Cited for the entire Los An­ 
geles County was 969 polio cases 
with a case rate of 23.2.

In the Torrance area, two 
deaths resulted from polio.

According to the report, ap­ 
proximately 71 percent of the to­ 
tal number of cases occurred dur­ 
ing the period from July through 

I November in 1950. 
1 The last epidemic year was in 

1948, when there were 3129 cases 
of polio with 137 deaths.

According1 to the LOB Angele* 
Police Department, speed limit 
for vehicles passing a section 
where a highway is under re­ 
pair or construction is 25 MPH. 
This applies where workmen are 
working on the highway or so 
close to the highway as to be 
endangered by passing traffic. 
(Vehicle Code, Section 512.)

Others attend to join 
with people of their own choos­ 
ing in socially acceptable games 
requiring little previous experi­ 
ence and skill.

Locker rooms, showers, and 
adequate gym facilities are avail­ 
able to all students. Special pro­ 
vision is made for those who 
must leave class to fit in with 
their bus or transportation or 
other personal schedules.
